Also noteworthy was the unusually high abundance of Cedar Waxwings and American 
Robins, which formed mixed flocks that fairly swarmed around holly trees and other fruit¬ 
bearing trees and shrubs. Sea ducks were unusually scarce, and loons were absent. On the other 
hand, we had record counts of Great Blue Heron and Kildeer.

Thanks to all of you who responded to my earlier call for volunteers. It looks as if we 
will have the largest group of counters in several years, and if the weather cooperates, we can 
look forward to an excellent day in the field. The count is set for Saturday, 7 January. If the 
weather is impossible (e.g., heavy rain or sleet), we will try again the next day (Sunday, 8 
January). The count will proceed on the originally scheduled date if the weather is merely 
unpleasant (e.g., light drizzle, snow). Please be sure to give me a contact telephone number so 
that you can be notified if the count is called off.

We will meet at the SERC visitor’s center at 06:45, and will try to be out in the field by 
07:00. Coffee and donuts will be provided, but you will have to bring your own lunch. As in 
previous years, we will divide into four groups, each of which will be responsible for covering 
a specific sector of the Rhode River watershed (maps will be provided). One person in each 
group will be designated as the official scribe, and will record count data on a standard checklist. 
At about noon we will take a lunch break at the vistor’s center, and will determine which areas 
should be searched during the afternoon. We will plan to finish counting birds by about 16:30, 
at which time we will gather at my house in Shady Side for a final tally, drinks, and a buffet 
dinner. 

Several of you have indicated that one or more friends will participate. We welcome the 
additional help, but need a final head count for planning both the count and the dinner. Please 
indicate below how many people will be at each event, and leave the form in my mailbox. 

Our unofficial goal this year will be to exceed to previous record of 70 species, set at the 
1993 count. See you bright and early on the 7th!
